LAWS   OF   THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 


[PUBLIC— NO.  148.] 
[Confirmed.  J 

Sec.  66.  Ami  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
term  first  proof  used  in  this  act  and  in  tho  laws 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  construed  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  mean  that  proof  of  a  liquor 
which  corresponds  to  fifty  degrees  of  Tralle's 
centesimal  hydrometer,  adopted  by  regulation  of 
the  Treasury  Department,  of  August  twelfth, 
eighteen  huhercd  and  fifty,  at  the  temperature  of 
sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit's  thermometer.  And  iu 
levying  duties  on  liquors  above  and  below  proof, 
the  table  containod  in  tho  manual  fur  inspectors  of 
spirits,  prepared  by  Professor  McCulloch,  under 
tho  superintendency  of  Professor  Bache,  and 
adopted  by  tho  Treasury  Department,  shall  be 
used  and  taken  as  giving  tho  proportions  of  ab- 
solute alcohol  in  tho  liquids  gauged  and  proved 
according  to  which  duties  shall  bo  leviod,  until 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, who  is  hereby  authorized  to  adept  such 
hydrometers  and  prescribe  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  ho  may  deem  necosi>ary  to  insure  a  uni* 
form  system  of  inspection  and  guaglng  of  spirits 
subject  to  duties  throughout  the  United  states. 

Sec.  'o7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every 
porson  who  shall  bo  tho  owner  of  any  still,  boiler, 
or  other  vessel,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for 
tho  purpose  of  distilling  spirituous  liquors,  as 
hereinbeforo  provided,  or  who  shall  h.ave  such 
'still,  boiler,  or  other  vessel  under  his  superin- 
tendence, either  as  agent  for  the  owner  or  on  his 
own  account;  and  every  person  who  shall  use  any 
still,  boiler,  or  other  vessel,  as  aforesaid,  either 
as  owner,  agent,  or  otherwise,  shall  from  day  to 
day  make  true  and  exact  entry,  or  causo  to  be 
entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
the  number  of  gallons  of  spirits  distilled,  and 
also  tho  numbor  of  gallons  placed  in  warehouse, 
and  also  the  number  sold,  or  removed  for  eon* 
sumption  or  sale;  and  the  proof  thereof;  which 
book  shall  always  be  open  in  the  daytime,  (Sun- 
days excepted,)  fur  tho  inspection  of  the  said  as* 
sessor,  assistant  assessor,  collector, deputy  collec- 
tor, or  inspector,  who  may  tako  any  minutes, 
memorandums,  or  transcripts  thereof;  and  shall 
render  to  said  assessor  or  assistant  assessor,  on 
the  first,  eleventh,  and  twenty  first  days  of  each 
and  every  month  iu  each  year,  or  within  five  days 
thereafter,  an  account  in  duplicate,  taken  from 
his  books,  of  tho  number  of  gallons  of  spirits 
distilled,  v,nd  also  the  number  of  gallons  sold,  or 
removed  for  consumption  or  sale,  and  the  proof 
thereof,  not  before  accounted  for ;  and  shall  also 
keep  a  book,  or  books,  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  nndto 
be  open  at  all  seasonable  hours  for  inspection  by 
tho  assessor,  assistant  assessor,  collector,  depu 
ty  collector,  or  inspector,  of  the  district,  where- 
in shall  bo  entered,  from  day  to  day,  the  quanti 
ties  of  grain,  or  other  vegetable  productions,  or 
other  substances  put  into  the  mash  tub  by  him, 
his  agent  or  superintendent,  for  the  purpose  of 
producing  spirits  ;  and  shall  verify  or  causo  to  be 
verified  the  said  entries,  reports,  books,  and  ac- 
counts, by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  taken  before 
the  assessor  or  assistant  assessor,  or  other  compe- 
tent officer,  according  to  the  form  required  by 
law,  and  shall  immediately  forward  to  the  col- 
lector of  the  district  one  of  the  said  duplicate 
accounts  duly  vorifiedas  aforesaid;  and  shall  also 
pay  to  tho  collector  the  duties  on  the  spirits  so 
distilled  and  sold,  or  removed  for  consumption  or 
sale,  and  in  said  accounts  mentioned  at  the  time 
of  rendering  the  duplicate  account  thereof :  Pro- 
vided, That  distillers  who  distil  or  manufacture 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  barrels  of  spirits 
per  year  may  make  returns  and  pay  duties  on 
the  first  day  of  each  and  every  month  in  lieu  of 
the  first,  eloventh,  and  twenty-firs  days  of  tbo 
month,  and  furnish  bonds  correspondingly ,  any 
thing  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  And  pro ~ 
vided  further,  That  brandy  distilled  from  grapes 
shall  pay  a  tax  >f  twenty-five  cents  per  gallon. 

Sec.  58.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there 
shall  bo  appointed  by  tho  Secretary  of  tho 
Treasury,  iu  every  collection  district  where  tho 
same  may  be  necessary,  one  or  more  inspectors  of 
spirits,  refined  coal  oil  or  other  oil,  tobacco,  ci- 
gars, and  other  articles,  who  shall  take  an  oath 
faithfully  to  perform  their  duties,  in  such  form  as 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  shall 
prescribe,  and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
such  fees  as  may  bo  fixed  and  prescribed  by  said 
Commissioner,  to  be  paid  by  tho  owner  or  man- 
ufacturor  of  the  articles  inspected,  gauged,  or 
proved.  And  any  manufacturer  of  spirits,  re- 
filled coal  oil  or  other  oil,  tobacco,  cigars,  or  oth- 
er articles  which  may  by  law  be  required  to  be 
inspected,  who  shall  refuse  to  admit  an  inspector 
upon  his  premises,  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary 
for  the  performance  of  his  dutscs,  or  who  shall 
obstruct  an  inspector  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  shall  forfeit  tho  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  in  the  manner  provided  fori 
other  penalties  imposed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  59.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
spirits  distilled  as  aforesaid  by  any  person  licen- 
sed as  aforesaid  shall,  before  tho  same  are  used, 
cr  romoved  for  any  purpose,  be  inspected,  gaug- 
ed, and  proved  by  some  inspector  appointed  for 
tho  performance  of  such  duties,  who  shall  mark 
upon  the  oask  or  other  package  containing 
such  spirits  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by 
said  Commissioner,  the  quality  and  proof 
of  the  contents  of  such  cask  or  package,  with 
the  date  of  inspection  and  the  name  of  the  in- 
spector, and  shall  make  a  return  of  all  spirits  so 
inspected,  anl  the  name  of  the  distiller,  to  the 
collector,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  to  tho  assessor 
of  the  district;  and  the  duty  imposed  by  law 
shall  be  paid  on  all  spirits  so  inspected  and  not 
removed  forthwith  to  a  bonded  warehouse.  And 
any  person  who  shall  attempt  fraudulently  to 
evado  the  payment  of  duties  upon  any  spirits  dis- 
tilled as  aforesaid,  by  changing  in  any  manner 
tho  mark  upon  any  such  cask  or  package,  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  ono  hundred  dollars  for  each 
cask  or  package  so  altered  or  changed,  to  be  re* 
covered  as  hereinbefore  provided.  And  any  such 
inpector  who  shall  knowingly  put  upon  any  such 
cask  or  package  any  false  or  fraudulent  mark  shall 
be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  each  cask  or  package  so  fraudulently 
marked.  And  any  person  who  shall  purchase  or 
sell  any  empty  cask  with  the  inspection  marks 
thereon,  or  who  shall  fraudulently  uso  any  cask 
or  package  so  marked,  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
any  other  spirits  than  that  so  inspected,  or  for 
selling  spirits  of  a  quality  or  quantity  different 
from  that  so  inspected,  shall  be  subject  to  a  like 
penalty  for  each  cask  or  package  so  purchased, 
sold,  or  used. 

Sec.  60.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
own  r  or  owners  of  any  distillery  or  oil  re- 
finery, may  provide,  at  his  or  their  own  ex- 
pense, a  warehouse,  in  conformity  with  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
prescribe  ;  and  such  warehouse,  when  approved 
by  tho  collector,  is  hereby  declared  a  bonded 
warehouse  of  tho  United  States,  and  shall  bo  used 
only  for  storing  distilled  spirits  or  refined  coal 
oli,  or  naphtha,  and  to  be  under  the  custody  of 
the  collector  or  his  deputy.  And  the  duty  on 
the  spirits,  coal  oil,  or  naphtha  stored  in  such 
warehouse  shall  be  paid  before  it  is  removed 
from  such  warehouse,  unless  removed  in  pursu- 
ance of  law. 

Sec.  61.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
distilled  spirits  and  all  refined  coal  oil  and  naph- 
tha, upon  which  an  excise  duty  is  imposed  by 
law,  may,  after  being  inspected,  gauged,  proved, 
and  marked  by  thu  inspector  according  to  tho 
provisions  of  this  act,  be  romoved,  without 
payment  of  the  duty,  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  upon  the  execution  of  such  transpor- 
tation bonds  or  other  security  as  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  may  prescribe  The  said  spirits, 
oil,  or  naphtha  so  removed  shall  be  transferred 
directly  from  the  distillery  or  refinery,  to  a  bon- 
ded warehouse,  established  in  conformity  with 
law  and  Treasury  regulations,  and  may  be  trans- 


ported from  such  warehouse  to  any  ono  other 
bonded  warehouse  used  for  the  storage  of  distill 
ad  spirits,  coal  oil,  or  naphtha.  And  after  the 
arrival  of  such  distilled  spirits,  coal  oil,  or  naph- 
tha, at  tho  bondod  warehouses  within  tho  district 
of  tho  assessor  to  which  it  has  been  transferred, 
t  shall  be  again  inspected,  aud  the  duty  shall  be 
assessed  and  paid  on  any  deficiency  or  reduction 
of  the  number  of  proof  gallons  beyond  such 
allowance  for  leakage  as  may  be  established  by 
the  regulations  of  a  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  received  at  tho  warehouse,  from  tho 
number  of  proof  gallons  as  stated  in  tho  bond 
given  at  thu  place  ot  shipment.  And  any  dis- 
tilled spirits,  eoal  oil,  or  naphtha  in  the  public 
warehouse  shall  bo  subject  to  the  same  rales  and 
regulations,  and  shall  be  chargeable  with  the  same 
costs  and  expenses  in  all  respects  to  which  im- 
ported goods  deposited  in  publi?  store  or  bonded 
warehouso  may  be  subjoct;  and  shall  bo  in  charge 
of  a  proper  officer,  to  be  designated  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  tho  Treasury,  who,  with  the  owner  and 
proprietor  ol  the  warehouse,  shall  have  the  joint 
custody  of  all  tho  distilled  spirits,  oil,  or  naph- 
tha so  stored  in  said  warehouse,  which  shall  be 
at  tho  risk  of  tho  owner  of  said  spirits,  oil,  or 
naphtha.  And  all  labor  on  the  same  shall  be  per- 
formed by  tho  owner  or  proprietor  of  tho  ware- 
house, uuder  the  supervision  of  the  officer  in 
charge  of  tho  same,  and  at  the  expense  of  said 
owner  or  proprietor  of  the  warehouse.  And  no 
drawback  shall  in  any  case  bo  allowed  on  any 
distilled  spirits,  coal  oil,  or  naphtha,  upon  which 
an  excise  duty  shall  have  been  paid, either  before 
or  after  it  shall  havo  been  placed  in  a  bonded 
warehouse:  Provided,  That  any  distilled  spirits, 
coal  oil,  or  naphtha  may  bo  withdrawn  from  ihe 
bom'cd  warehouse  after  payment  to  tho  collector 
of  internal  revenue  for  tho  district  in  which  the 
warehouso  is  situated,  of  tho  duty  imposed  by 
law,  or  may  be  removed  without  payment  of  the 
duty  for  the  (purpose  of  being  exported,  or  for 
tho  purposo  of  being  redistilled  lor  export, 
nftor  tho  quantity  and  proof  of  tho  spirits, 
oil,  or  naphtha  to  be  removed  has  been  ascertain - 
ed  and  inspected  according  to  the  provisions  of 
law,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  and  the 
execution  of  such  boud  or  other  security  as  the 
Secretary  of  tho  Treasury  may  prescribe.  And 
any  spirits, oil,  or  naphtha  so  removed  for  distil- 
lation shall  be  returned  to  the  warehouse  and 
shall  be  again  inspected,  and  the  duty  shall  bo  paid 
to  the  said  collector  on  any  deficiency  or  reduction 
beyond  tbo  allowance  for  loss  by  redistillation 
established  by  the  Commissioner  ot  Internal 
Rovenue,  in  the  number  of  proof  gallons  re- 
ceived at  tho  warehouse  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing exported  as  aforesaid.  And  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  manu- 
facture for  exportation,  without  payment  of  du- 
ty, of  medicines,  preparations,  compositions, 
perfumery,  cosmetics,  cordials,  and  other  liquors 
manufactured  wholly  or  in  part  of  domestic  spir* 
its,  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

Sec.  62.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
entries  required  to  be  made  in  tho  books  of  tho 
distiller,  as  aforesaid,  shdll,  on  the  first,  clev- 
enth,  and  twenty-first  days  ot  each  and  every 
month,  or  within  five  days  thereafter,  bo  verified 
by  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  person  or  persons  by 
whomsuoh  entries  shall  have  been  made  which  oath 
or  affirmation  shall  be  certified  at  the  end  of  such 
entries  by  the  assessor,  or  assistant  assessor,  or 
office  administering  the  same,  and  shall  be,  in 
substance,  as  follows:  "I  do  swear  (or  affirm) 
that  the  foregoing  entries  were  made  by  me  on 
the  respective  days  specified,  and  that  they  state, 
according  to  tho  best  of  my  knowledge  and  be- 
lief, the  whole  quantity  of  spirituous  liquor  dis- 
tilled and  sold,  or  removed  for  consumption  or 

sale,  at  the  distillery  owned  by  -, 

n  the  county  of   ,  amounting  to 


gallons,  according  to  proof  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States." 

Seo.  63.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
owner,  agent,  or  superiutendent  aforesaid,  shall, 
in  case  tho  original  entries  required  to  be  made 
in  his  book  "by  this  act  shall  not  havo  been  made 
by  himself,  subjoin  to  the  oath  or  « format  ion  of 
the  person  by  whom  they  were  made  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid  :  ' '  I 
do  Bwear  (or  affirm)  that,  to  the  best  of  my  knowl- 
edge and  belief,  the  foregoing  entries  are  just  and 
true  and  that  I  have  taken  all  the  means  in  my 
power  to  make  tbein  so." 

Sec.  64.  And  be  it  jurther  enacted,  That  there 
shall  be  paid  on  all  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  portor, 
and  other  similar  fermented  liquors,  by  whatover 
name  such  liquors  may  be  called,  a  duty  of  one 
dollar  for  each  and  every  barrel  containing  not 
more  than  thirty-ono  gallons,  and  at  a  like  rate 
for  any  other  quantity,  or  for  fractional  parts  of 
a  barrel,  which  shall  be  brewed  or  manufactured 
and  sold,  or  removed  for  consumption  or  sale, 
within  the  United  States  or  the  Territories  there- 
of, or  within  the  District  of  Columbia  ;  which  du- 
ty shall  be  paid  by  the  owner,  agent,  or  superin- 
tendent of  the  brewery  or  premises  in  which  snch 
fermented  liquor?  stall  be  made,  and  shall  bo  paid 
at  the  time  of  rendering  the  accounts  of  such 
fermented  liquors  so  chargeable  with  duty,  as 
hereinafter  required:  Provided,  That  fractional 
parts  of  a  barrel  shall  be  halves,  thirds,  Quarters, 
sixths,  eighths,  end  sixteenths  ;  and  any  traction* 
al  parts  containing  ItM  than  one  sixteenth  shall 
be  accounted  one-sixteenth ;  more  than  one- 
sixtoonth,  and  not  moro  than  one-eighth,  shall 
be  accounted  one-eighth  ;  more  than  one-eighth , 
and  not  more  than  one  sixth,  shall  bo  accounted 
one  sixth  ;  moro  than  one-sixth,  and  not  more 
than  one-quarter,  shall  bo  accounted  one  quarter; 
more  than  one-quarter,  and  not  moro  than  one- 
third,  shall  be  accounted  one-third  ;  more  than 
one-third,  and  not  more  than  one-half,  shall  be 
accounted  one-half;  moro  than  ono-lialf  shall  be 
accounted  ono  barrel  :  Provided,  further,  That 
beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter,  and  other  fermented 
liquors  in  bottles,  shall  be  assessed,  according  to 
tho  quantity  contained  therein,  at  the  rate  of  one 
dollar  for  thirty-one  gallons,  when  the  duty  has 
not  been  previously  paid  on  tho  liquors  contained 
therein. 

Sec.  65.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every 
person  owning  or  occupying  any  brewery  orprcra* 
ises  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
brewing  or  making  such  fermented  liquors,  or 
or  who  shall  have  such  premises  under  his  control 
or  superintendence  as  agent  for  the  owner  or  oc- 
cupant, or  shall  have  in  bis  possession  or  custody 
any  vessel  or  vessels  intended  to  be  used  on  said 
premises  in  the  manufacture.of  beer,  lager  beer, 
ale,  porter,  or  other  similar  fermented  liquors,  ei- 
ther as  owner,  agent,  or  otherwise,  shall ,  from 
day  to  day,  enter  or  cause  to  be  entered  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  which 
shall  be  open  at  all  times  (except  Sundays,)  be- 
tween tho  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun,  lor  the 
inspection  of  said  assessor,  assistant  assessor, 
collector,  deputy  collector,  or  inspector,  who  may 
take  any  minutes  or  memorandums  or  transcripts 
thereof,  the  quantity,  packages,  or  number  of 
barrels  and  fractional  parts  of  barrels  of  ferment- 
ed liquors  made,  and  also  the  quantity  sold,  or  re- 
moved for  consumption  or  sale,  keeping  separate 
account  of  the  several  kinds  and  descriptions, 
and  shall  render  to  said  assessor  or  assistant  as- 
sessor, on  the  first  day  of  each  month  in  each 
year,  or  within  ten  days  thereafter,  a  general  ac- 
count in  writing,  taken  from  his  books,  of  the 
quantity  or  number  of  barrels  and  fractional  parti 
of  barrels  of  each  kind  of  fermented  liquors 
made,  and  also  of  the  quantity  sold,  or  removed 
for  consumption  or  sale,  for  one  mouth  preceding 
fcuid  day,  snd  shall  verity,  or  cause  to  be  verified, 
tho  said  entries,  reports,  books,  and  goneral  ac- 
counts, and  the  facts  therein  set  forth,  on  oath  or 
affirmation,  to  bo  taken  before  the  assessor  or 
assistant  assessor,  or  other  competent  officers,  ac- 
cording to  the  form  required  by  law;  and  shall 
Immediately  forward  to  tho  collector  of  tho  dis- 
trict one  of  tbo  said  duplicate  accounts,  duly 
certified  by  the  assessor  or  assistant  assessor,  and 
shell  also  pay  to  the  said  collector  the  duties 
whieh  are  imposed  by  law  on  the  liquormade  and 
sold,  or  removed  for  consumption  or  sale,  and  in 
the  said  accounts  mentioned,  at  the  time  of  rcn 
dering  the  duplicate  account  thereof  as  aforesaid. 
But  where  the  manufacturer  of  any  beer,  lager 
beer,  or  ale  manufactures  the  samo  in  ono  collec- 
tion district,  and  owns  or  occupies  a  depot  or 
warehouso  lor  the  storage  and  salo  of  such  beor, 
or  ale  in  another  collection  district,  he  may,  in- 


stead of  paying  to  the  collector  of  the  district 
where  the  same  was  manufactured  tho  duties 
chargeable  thereon,  present  to  suoh  assessor  or 
assistant  assessor  an  invoioe  of  the  quantity  or 
number  of  barrels  about  to  be  removed  for  the 
purpose  of  storage  and  sale,  specifying  in  such 
invoico  tho  depot  or  warehouses  in  which  ho  in- 
tonds  to  place  such  beer,  lager  beer,  or  ale ;  and 
thereupon  such  assessor  or  assistant  asssesor 
shall  ondorso  on  such  invoice  his  permission  for 
such  removal,  anu  the  assessor  or  assistant  asses- 
sor shall  at  tho  samo  time,  transmit  to  the  collec- 
tor of  the  dUtrict  in  which  such  depot  or  ware- 
house |g  Min:»ted  a  duplicato  of  such  invoice;  and 
thereafter  the  manufacturer  of  the  beer,  lager 
beor,  or  ale  so  removed  shall  render  tho  same  ac- 
count, aud  pay  the  same  duties,  and  be  subject  to 
the  samo  liabilities  and  penalties  as  if  the  beer, 
lager  beer,  or  alo  had  boon  manufactured  in  the 
district  to  which  the  same  has  been  removed. 
Tho  Commissioner  of  Intornal  Revenne  maj  pre* 
scribe  such  rules  as  he  may  deom  necessary  for 
the  purp  f-u  of  carrying  the  provisions  of  this 
section  into  effect.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
owner,  agent,  or  superintendent  aforesaid,  shall,

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  tho 
owner,  agent,  or  superintendent  of  any  vessel  or 
vessels  used  in  making  fermented  liquors,  or  of 
any  still.  <<  >iler,  or  other  vessel  used  in  the  dis- 
tillation ■  spirits  on  which  duty  is  payable,  who 
shall  neglect  or  refuso  to  make  true  and  exact 
entry  and  report  of  the  same,  or  to  do  or  cause  to 
be  done  any  of  the  things  by  law  required  to  be 
dono  ns  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  neg- 
lect or  refusal  all  the  liquors  and  spirits  made  by 
or  for  him,  and  all  the  vessels  used  in  making 
the  same,  and  imp  stills,  boilers,  and  other  ves- 
sels used  in  distillation,  together  with  the  sam  of 
flic  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs 
of  suits;  which  said  liqnors  or  spirits,  with  the 
vessels  containing  the  sifhie,  with  all  the  ves- 
sels used  in  making  tho  same,  may  be  seized  by 
any  collector  or  deputy  collector  of  internal  du- 
ties, and  held  by  hira  until  a  decision  shall  be 
had  thereon  according  to  law:  Provided,  That 
such  seizure  be  made  within  thirty  days  after  the 
cause  for  the  same  shall  have  como  to  the  knowl

And  the  pro- 
ceedings to  enforce  said  forfeiture  of  said  proper* 
ty  be  in  the  the  nature  of  a  proceeding  in  rem 
in  the  court  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  .'..strict  where  such  seisure  is 
made,  or  in  any  other  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction.

AN  ACT  to  restrict  tho  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
of  Claims,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
certain  demands  for  Quartermasters'  stores  and 
subsistence  supplies  furnished  to  tbo  army  of 
the  United  States. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  llouee  of  Repre- 
ecntutivesof  the  United  State*  of  America  in  Congreti 
attembled,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of 
Claims  shall  not'extend  to  or  include  any  claim 
against  the  United  States  growing  out  of  the  do 
struction  or  appropriation  of,  or  damage  to,  prop 
erty  by  the  army  or   navy,  or  any  part  of  the 
army  or  navy,  engaged  iu  the  suppression  of  the 
rebellion,  from  the  commencement  to  the  close 
thoreof. 

Scc"2.  And  be  it further  enacted.  That  all  claims 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  rebellion,  for 
Quartormasters'  stores  aotually  furnished  to  the 
army  of  tho  United  States,  and  receipted  for  by 
the  proper  officer  receiving  tho  samo,  or  which 
may  have  been  taken  by  such  officers  without giv 
ing  such  receipt,  may  be  submitted  to  the  Quar- 
termaster Ueneral  of  the  United  States,  accom 
panied  with  such  proofs  as  each  claimant  can  pre- 
sent of  the  facts  in  his  case;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Quartermastor  General  to  cause  such 
claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  oonvinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  tho  claimant  and  that 
tho  stores  have  been  actually  received  or  taken 
for  the  uso  of  and  used  by  said  army,  then  to  re- 
port each  case  to  the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treaa 
ury,  with  a  recommendation  for  settlement. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  rebellion  for  sub 
sistence  actually  furnished  to  said  army,  and  re 
ceipted  for  by  the  proper  officer  receiving  the 
same,  or  which  may  have  been  taken  by  such 
officers  without  giving  such  receipt,  may  be  sub 
mitted  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
accompanied  with  such  proof  as  each  claimant 
may  have  to  offer;  and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the 
Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  to  causo  each 
claim  to  be  exatuiued,  and,  if  convinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  tho  claimant,  and  that 
the  stores  have  been  received  or  token  actually 
for  tbo  use  of  and  used  by  said  army,  then  to  re- 
port each  caso  for  payment  to  tho  Third  Auditor 
of  the  Treasury,  with  a  recommendation  for  set- 
tlement.

Memorial  of 


Union  Prisoners  to  the 
President. 


Our  readers  were  informed  recently  that 
four  exchanged  prisoners  liad  arrived  at  Xew 
York  from  Hilton  Head  (South  Carolina) 
who  are  the  hearers  of  a  petition  from  the 
Union  prisoners  conliued  at  Andersonville, 
(Georgia)  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  praying  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  to  terminate  their  sufferings,  either  by- 
parole  or  exchange.  Finding  this  petition 
published  in  the  New  York  papers  we  re- 
print it  below.  The  lnemoralista  urge  that 
an  exchange  of  prisoners  should  be  effected 
without  regard  to  the  questions  rising  out  of 
the  difficulties  in  refereuce  to  negro  troops, 
made  by  iheSonth: — 

CONFEDERATE  STATES  PRISON,  | 
Chakleston,  Socth  Carolina.  [• 
August  — ,  1864.  ) 

To  the  President  of  the  Vnjted  Mates 

The  condition  of  the  enlisted  men  he- 
longing  to  the  Union  armies  now  prisoners 
to  the  Confederate  rebel  forces,  is  such  that 
it  becomes  our  duty,  and  the  duty  of  even* 
commissioned  officer,  to  make  known  the 
facts  in  the  case  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  use  every  honorable 
effort  to  secure  a  general  exchange  of  priso1 
ners,  thereby  relieving  thousands  of  our 
comrades  from  the  horrors  now  surrounding 
them. 

For  some  time  past  there  has  been  a  con- 
centration of  prisoners  from  all  parts  of  the 
rebel  territory  to  the  State  of  Georgia — the 
commissioned  officers  being  confined  at  Ma- 
con, and  the  enlisted  men  at  Andersonville. 
Recent  movements  of  the  Union  armies  un- 
der General  Sherman  have  compelled  the 
removal  of  prisoners  to  other  points,  anil  it 
is  now  understood  that  they  will  be  removed 
to  Savannah,  Georgia  and  Columbus  and 
Charleston,  South  Carolina  But  no  change 
ot  this  kind  holds  out  any  prospect  ol  relief 
to  our  poor  men.  fndeed.'  as  the  localities 
selected  are  far  more  unhealthv,  there  must 
be  an  increase  rather  than  a  diminution  of 
suffering. 

Col.  Hill,  Provost  Marshal  General,  Con- 
federate Sjates  army,  at  Atlanta,  stated  to 
one  of  the  undersigned  that  there  were  thirty 
Bve  thousand  prisoners  at  Andersonville,  and 
by  all  accounts  from  the  United  States  sol- 
diers who  have  been  confined  there  the  num- 
ber is  not  overstated  by  him.  These  thirty 
five  thousand  are  confined  in  a  field  of  some 
thirty  acres,  enclosed  by  a  hoard  fence,  heav- 
ily guarded  About  one  third  have  various 
kinds  of  indifferent  shelter  ;  but  upward  of 
thirty  thousand  are  wholly  without  shelter, 
or  even  shade  of  any  kind,  and  are  exposed 
to  the  storms  and  rains,  which  are  almost  of 
daily  occurrence ;  the  cold  dews  of  the  night, 
and  the  more  terrible  effects  of  the  sun  stalk- 
ing with  almost  tropical  fierceness  upon  their 
unprotected  heads.  This  innn  of  men  jostle 
and  crowd  each  other  up  and  down  the  lim- 
its of  their  enclosure  in  storm  or  ,sun,  and 
others  lie  down  upon  the  pitiless  earth  at 
night,  with  no  other  covering  than  the  cloth- 
ing upon  their  hacks,  few  of  them  having 
even  a  blanket.  Upon  entering  the  prison 
every  man  is  deliberately  stripped  of  money 
and  other  property,  and  as  no  clothing  or 
blankets  are  ever  supplied  to  their  prisoners 
by  the  rebel  authorities  the  condition  of  the 
apparel  of  the  soldiers,  just  from  an  active 
campaign,  can  he  easily  imagined.  Thous- 
ands are  without  pants  or  coats,  and  hundreds 
without  even  a  pair  of  drawers  to  rover  their, 
nakedness. 

To  these  men,  as  indeed  to  all  prisoners, 
there  is  issued  three-quarters  of  a  pound  of 
bread  or  meal  and  one-eighth  of  a  pound  of 
meat  per  day.  This  is  the  entire  ration,  and 
upon  it  the  prisoners  must  live  or  die.  The 
meal  is  often  unsifted  aud  sour,  and  the  meat 
is  such  as  in  the  North  is  consigned  to  the 
soap-maker.  Such  are  the  rations  upon 
which  Union  soldiers  arc  fed  by  the  rebel 
authorities,  and  by  which  they  arc  barely 
holding  on  to  life.  But  to  starvation  anil 
exposure  to  sun  and  6torm,  add  the  sickness 
which  prevails  to  a  most  alarming  and  ter- 
rible extent.  On  an  average  ono  hundred 
die  daily.  It  is  impossible  that  any  Union 
soldier  should  know  all  the  facts  pertaining 
to  this  terrible  mortality,  as  they  are  not  pa- 
raded by  the  rebel  authorities.  Such  state- 
ments as  the  following,  made  by  — '■  , 

speak  eloquent  testimony.  Said  he :  "Of 
twtlve  of  us  who  were  captured  six  died,  four 
are  in  the  hospital,  and  1  never  expect  to  see 
them  again.  There  is  but  two  of  us  left  " 
In  1862  at  Montgomery,  Alabama,  under  far 
more  favorable  circumstances,  the  prisoners 
being  protected  by  sheds,  from  ono  hundred 
and  fifty  to  two  hundred  were  sick  from  diar- 
rhasa  and  chills,  out  of  seven  hundred  The 
same  percentage  would  give  seven  thousand 
sick  at  Andersonville.  It  needs  no  com- 
ment, no  efforts  at  word-painting,  to  make 
such  a  picture  stand  out  bodily  in  most  hor 
rible  colors. 

Nor  is  this  all.  Among  the  ill  tatcd  ol 
the  who  many  have  suffered  in  amputation  in 
consequence  of  injuries  received  before  cap 
ture,  sent  from  rebel  hospitals  before  their 
wounds  were  healed,  there  are  eloquent  wit 
ressea  of  the  barbarities  which  they  were 
victims.  If  to  these  facts  is  added  this,  that 
nothing  more  demoralizes  soldiers  and  de- 
velops the  evil  passions  of  man  thani'starva 
lion,  the  terrible  condition  of  Union  prisoners 
at  Andersonville  can  be  rcadly  imagined. 
They  are  fast  losing  hope  and  becoming  uttcn 
ly  reckless  of  lt.'e.  Numbers,  crazed  by  their 
sufferings,  wander  about  in  a  state  of  idiocy, 
others  deliberately  cross  the  "dead  line, 
and  arc  remorselessly  shot  down. 

In  behalf  of  these  men  we  most  earnestly 
appeal  to  the  President  of  the  United  Staes. 
Few  of  them  have  been  captured  except  in 
the  front  of  battle,  in  the  deadly  encounter, 
and  only  when  overpowered  by  numbers. 
They  constitute  as  gallant  a  portion  of  our 
armies  a,s  carry  our  banners  anywhere.  If 
released,  they  would  soon  return"  again  to  do 
vigorous  battle  for  our  cause 

We  are  told  that  the  only  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  exchange  is  the  status  of  enlisted 
negroes  captured  from  our  armies,  the  Unit 
ed  States  claiming  that  tde  cartel  covers  all 
who  serve  under  its  flag,  and  the  Confederate 
States  refusing  to  consider  the  colored  sol- 
diers, heretofore  slaves,  as  prisoners  of  war. 
We  heg  leave  to  suggest  some  facts  bearing 
upon  the  question  of  exchange  which  we 
would  urge  upon  this  consideration.    Is  it 
not  cousistent  with  the  national  honor,  with 
out  waiving  the  clara  that  the  negro  soldiers 
shall  be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  to  effect 
an  exchange  of  the  white  soldiers?  The 
two  classes  are  treated  differently  by  the 
enemy.    The  whites  are  confined  in' such 
prisons  as  Libby  and  Andersonville,  starved 
and  treated  with  a  barbarism  unknown  to 
civilized  nations.    The  blacks  on  the  con- 
trary, are  seldom  imprisoned.    They  are 


on  Government  works.  Under  these  circum- 
stances they  receive  enough  to  eat,  and  are 
worked  no  harder  than  they  have  been  ac- 
customed to  he.  'tbey  are  neither  starved 
nor  killed  off  by  .tile  pestilencrf.in  the  dun- 
geons  of  RichmoM  a^d  Charleston.  Is  it 
true  they  tfre  agaifl  made  slaves;  but  their 
slavery  is  freedom  and1  happiness  compared 
with  the  cruel  existence  imposed  upon  our 
gallant  men.  They  are  not  bereft  of  hope, 
as  are  the  white  soldiers,  dying  by  piecemeal. 
Their  chances  of  escape  are  tenfold  greater 
than  those  of  the  white  soldiers,  and  their 
condition,  in  all  its  li^Uis  is  tolerable  in 
comparison  with  that  of  the  prisoners  of 
war  now  languishing  in  the  dens  and  pens 
of  secession.       [  J  ;■ 

While,  therefore,  believiug  the  claims  of 
our  Government,  in  matters  of  exchange,  to 
be  just,  ye  are  profoudly  impressed  with  the 
conviction  thatcircumstancesof  thetwoclass- 
esol  soldiers  are  so  widely  different  that  the 
Government  can  honorably  consent  to  an  ex- 
change waiving  for  a  time  the  established  prin- 
ciple  justly  claimed  to  be  applicable  iu  the 
case.  Let  thirty-five  thousand  suffering,  starv- 
ing, and  dying  enlisted  men  aid  this  appeal. 
By  prompt  and  decided  action  in  their  behalf 
thirty  five  thousand  heroes  will  be  made 
happy.  For  the  eighteen  hundred  commis- 
sioned officers  now  prisoners  we  urge  noth- 
ing. Although  desirous  of  returning  to  our 
duty,  we  can  bear  imprisonment  with  more 
fortitude  if  the  enlisted  men,  whose  sufferings 
we  know  to  be  intolerable,  were  restored  to 
liberty  and  life. 

Since  the  foregoing  memorial  was  prepar- 
ed we  have  been  informed  by  a  Richmond 
paper  thai  the  Confederate  authorities  have 
determined  to  r^co^ni-^  as  prisoners  of  war 
all  negroes  enlisted  in  States  outside  of  the 
Confederate  jurisdiction,  and  that  theirstatus 
shall,  in  every  respect,  be  similar  to  that  ol 
white  soldiers.  The  difficulty  remains,  how- 
ever, as  regards  negroes  recruited  in  South 
Carolina,  Louisiana,  and  otherdistricts  claim- 
ed by  the  rebels. 


Copperhead  Journalism. — There  are  three 
diunals  in  New  York — the  World,  the 
Express,  and  the  News — which  are  so 
intensely  Copperhead,  that  they  may  with 
propriety  be  styled  rebel  newspapers.— 
The  News,  especially,  might  as  well  he 
printed  and  published  in  Richmond  as  in 
New  York.  Its  advertisements  are  rebel ; 
its  news  matter  is  rebel ;  its  literary  lucu- 
brations are  rebel ;  and  its  editorials  are  all 
rebel.  In  fact,  the  whole  concern,  from  the 
first  to  the  last  page,  is  as  thoroughly  and 
intensely  rebel  as  any  rebel  newspaper  in 
Richmond,  Charleston,  Atlanta,  or  Mobile. 
And  yet,  though  this  same  rebel  News  vom- 
its forth  its  venomous  slimo,  without  let  or 
hindrance,  it  still  has  the  brazen-faced  impu- 
dence, from  day  to  day,  to  scold  about  the 
depotism  and  tyranny  of  what  the  rebels, 
North  and  South,  snceringly  style  "the  Lin- 
coln Government" — openly  and  daily,  at  the 
same  time,  giving  utterance  to  its  delight  at 
Un  ion  defeats  and  rebel  victories.  It  is, 
however,  perhaps,  wiser  to  let  these  North- 
ern sneaks  write  themselves  down  aases  and 
traitors  than  to  blot  them  out  of  existence. 
Let  them  go  ahead  until  the  close  of  the  war. 
When  the  Union  soldiers  shall  have  put  down 
the  Southern  traitors  (and  they  will  do  it  and 
no  mistake),  they  will  be  ready  to  attend  to 
the  traitors  that  disgrace  the  North.  There's 
a  bad  time  a  enming.

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Harris  ana  Cpu;;  *>«  McClellan. 

Mr.'T  H.  Seymour  of  Conneticut  having 
been  put  in  nomination  lor  the  Presidency, 
Mr.  Harris,  of  Maryland,  seconed  the  nomi- 
nation of  T.  H.  Seymour,  and  proceeded  to 
eulogize  his  party  services  and  abilities.  Mr. 
Harris  concluded  as  follows:  One  man 
nominated  here  is  a  tyrant.  [Cheers  and 
hisses.]  He  it  was  who  first  initiated  the 
policy  by  which  your  right6  and  liberties 
wers  stricken  down.  That  man  is  George 
B.  McClellan.  (Confusion.)  Maryland, 
which  has  suffered  so  much  at  the  hands  ol 
that  man,  will  not  submit  to  his  nomination 
in  silence.  His  offenses  shall  be  made 
known.  This  Convention  is  a  jury  appoint- 
ed by  the  people  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of 
the  public  men  whose  names  may  be  pre 
sented  for  the  support  of  the  great  Demo- 
cratic party.  General  McClellan,  I  repeat, 
is  a  tyrant  (Great  confusion  )  He  stood 
here  to  indict  him.  A  delegate — "I  call  him 
to  order."

[Hisses,  cheers  and  cries  of  "vote 
for  .led".  i>avia."J  The  President  wished 
that  the  Convention  would  come  to  order 
There  is  no  attack  made  here  but  can  be 
made  elsewhere,  ami  the  gentleman  against 
wliom  these  charges  are  being  made,  desire 
that  they  shall  be  made  now  and  here,  so 
that  he  cau  meet  and  explain  them.  These 
interruptions  do  injustice  to  ourselves;  to 
ic  .speaker  and  to  the  distinguished  gentle- 
man against  whom  they  are  made.  Let  the 
genilenian  from  Maryland  have  a  full  hear- 
ing, and  afterwards  hear  the  other  side 
from  a  gentleman  who.  is  ready  and  able  to 
make  a  full  explanation.  Mr  Harris  pro- 
ceeded to  say  that  McClellan  was  the  assas 
sin  of  Statu  Rights,  the  usurper  of  liber- 
ties, and  that  if  nominated,  lie  would  be 
beaten  everywhere,  as  he  was  at  Antietam. 
He  added  that  he  could  uot  go  home  and 
ask  the  members  of  that  legislature  to  vote 
for  such  a  man.  He  would  not  himself 
ote  lor  him.    [  Ilissea,] 

After  some  further  debate,  Mr.  Long  of 
( Ihio  took  the  stand  in  opposition  to  Mc- 
Clellan. He  said  that  Lincoln  had  been 
guityol  interfering  with  freedom  of  speech, 
the  freedom  of  elections,  and  of  arbitnry  ar- 
rests;  and  in  your  resolution*  you  have  ar» 
rainged  him  before  the  people  of  the  coun> 
try  for  tyrannous  usurpations,  and  yet  you 
propose  to  nominate  a  man  for  the  support 
of  the  Democracy  who  has  gone  even  fur- 
ther than  Lincoln  has  gone  in  the  perpe- 
tration of  similar  tyrannical  measures  upon 
the  sacred  privileges  and  rights  of  the  peo- 
ple. McClellan  is  guilty  of  the  arrest  of 
the  Legislature  of  a  soverein  State;  he  has 
suspended  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  and 
helped  to  enforce  the  odious  emancipation 
proclamation  of  Lincoln.  He  has  been  the 
willing  instrument  of  a  corrupt  and  tyran- 
nical Administration,  aiding,  while  possess- 
ing military  power,  all  its  efforts  to  strip- 
American. freemen  of  their  dearest  liberties. 
Will  you  so  far  stutlify  yourselves  as  to  make 
him  the  standard-bearer  of  the  Democracy? 
With  all  hi*  heart  he  hoped  not.  He  had 
never  done  otherwise  ;  and  as  between  Lin- 
coln or  Fremont  and  any  man  calling  him- 
self even  half  a  Democrat,  he  would  have  a 
choice,  and  would  be  found  with  his  friends, 
hut  he  begged  the  Convention  not  to  nomi- 
nate McClellan.  Almost  any  other  man 
who  claims  to  be  a  Democrat  would  satisfy 
him,  would  satisfy  the  Northwest.  Weak 
as  is  your  platform  in  many  respects,  we 
will  stand  up  and  do  all  in  our  power  to 
maintain  it,  but  in  God's  name  don't  add  to 
its  weakness  by  placing  such  iv  man  iu  nom- 
ination. 

How  Wuthingtoii  Advised. 

In  a  letter  from  Gen.  Washington  to  Gov. 
Trumbull,  the  following  passage  occurs ; 
showing  what  he  thought  should  be  done 
with  those  opposed  to  the  Government: 

"At  it  is  now  very  apparent  that  we  have 
nothing  to  depend  upon  in  the  present  con- 
test but  our  own  strength,  care,  firmness  and 
union,  should  not  the  same  measures  be 
adopted  iu  your  and  every  other  Government 
on  the  continent?  Would  it  not  be  prudent 
to  seize  on  those  Tories  who  have  been,  are 
and  that  we  know  will  be  active  against  us? 
Why  should  persons,  who  are  preying  upon 
the  vitals  of  thei.r  country,  be  suffered  to  skulk 
at  large  whilst  we  know  they  will  do  ub  ev- 
ery mischief  in  their  power  ?  These,  sir,  arc 
points  I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  yonr  serious 


War  News  and  Armr  Items. 

We  have  following  official  dispatches  from 
the  War  Department : — 

Washington,  Sep.  2—  To  Moj.  Gen.  Dix:— 
This  department  has  received  intelligence 
this  evening  that  Gen.  Sherman's  advance 
entered  Atlanta  at  noon  to-day.  The  partic- 
ulars have  not  yet  been  received  but  tele- 
graph communication  with  Atlanta,  during 
the  night,  is  expected. 

It  is  ascertained,  with  reasonable  certainty, 
that  the  naval  and  other  credits  required  by 
Act  of  Congress  will  amount  to  about  200,- 
000  men,  including  New  York,  which  has  not 
been  reported  yet  to  the  Department,  so  that 
the  President's  call  of  July  18th  is  practi- 
cally reduced  to  300,000  men  to  meet  it,  to 
take  the  place  of,  first — the  enlistment  in  the 
navy  ;  second,  the  casualties  ol  battles,  sick- 
ness, capturei  and  desertions;  and,  third,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  one  hundred  day  men, 
whoso  term  will  soon  expire,  and  all  others 
going  out  by  expiration  of  their  term  ol  ser- 
vice this  fall.  One  hundred  thousand  troops, 
promptly  furnished,  are  all  that  Gen.  Grant 
asks  for  the  capture  of  Richmond,  and  to 
give' a  finishing  blow  to  the  rebel  forces  yet 
in  the  field.  The  residue  of  the  call  would 
be  adequate  for  garrison*  in  forts,  and  to 
guard  all  the  line  of  communication,  and 
clear  the  country  from  guerrillas,  and  give 
security  to  trade,  and  establish  peace,  order 
and  tranquility  in  every  State.

Things  appear  to  remain  the  same  in  the 
Valley.    A  nespatch  states  that  Sheridan 
has  orders  from  Grant  to  keep  Early  in  the 
Valley  as  long  as  possible. 

The  following  despatch  dated  near  Peters 
burgh,  Septcrobar  1,  is  all  that  we  have  from 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac  : 

The  enemy  were  reported  to  be  moving 
their  artillery  to  their  right.  In  the  after- 
noon slight  skirmishing  began  along  the 
Weldon  Railroad.  The  5th  corps  was  plac- 
ed under  arms  and  marched  into  the  breast- 
works. Some  deserters  came  into  the  works 
during  the  day,  and  said  we  were  to  be  at- 
tacked at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
With  the  exception  ol  a  slight  skirmish 
along  the  railroad,  there  was  no  disturbance. 
Our  men  waited  with  anxious  expectation, 
but  no  rebels  made  their  appearance.  The 
quiet  along  the  entire  front  is  unaccountable 
There  is  something  oppressive  about  it. 


Washington,  Sept.  2,  P.  M.—To  Maj 
Dix. —  The  following  telegram  from  Gen. 
Slocum,  dated  this  day  \n  Atlanta,  confirms 
the  capture  of  that  city  : 

"Sherman  baa  taken  Atlanta.  The  20th 
corps  occupies  the  city.  The  main  army  is 
on  the  Macon  Railroad,  near  East  Point. 
A  battle  was  fought  near  that  point,  in  which 
Sherman  was  successful. .  Particulars  not 
known.  H.  W.  SLOCUM, 

Major  General." 

An  unofficial  report  states  that  a  battle 
wbs  fought  near  East  Point  by  Gen.  Sher- 
man with  General  Hood.  The  rebel  army 
was  cut  in  two,  with  very  heavy  loss  to  the 
enemy.  General  Hardee  was  killed.  Our 
loss  is  not  known.

The  following  telegrams  give  all  the  news 
we  have  of  Wheeler's  movements: — 

Nashville,  Sept.  2. — Gen.  Sherman's  ad- 
vance entered  Atlanta  this  morning  at  11 
o'clock.  The  whole  Federal  force  will  enter 
to-day. 

Several  miles  of  the  Nashville  and  Chati 
taneoga  Railroad  was  burned  by  Wheeler's 
forces  yesterday.  Gen.  Rousseau  drove  the 
rebel  force  to  within  three  miles  of  Lavergne, 
late  in  the  afternoon  yesterday,  meeting 
with  stubborn  resistance.  Late  intelligence 
reports  that  the  head  of  Wheeler's  column 
left  the  Murfreesboro  pike,  goingto  the  right. 
At  3  o'clock  the  whole  force  was  moving  for 
the  Tennessee  and  Alabama  Railroad,  in 
the  direction  of  Franklin,  with  Rousseau  in 
close  pursuit.  Person  just  in  from  Franklin 
report  that  town  in  the  hands  of  Wheeler's 
forces,  he  having  entered  and  captured  it 
last  night.  Particulars  are  not  yet  received. 
Our  casaulties  in  yesterday's  skirmishing 
were  5  killed.  Fifty  or  seventyifive  wounded 
were  brought  in. 

A  small  body  of  rebels  fired  on  a  train  on 
the  Tennessee  and  Alabama  Railroad,  at 
Brentwood  eight  miles  from  here.  The  rebel 
loss  yesterday  was  Skilled  and  15  wounded. 
We  captured  a  uumber  ol  prisoners.  There 
is  no  telegraphic  communication  south  of 
this  point. 

The  Navy  Department  has  received  Ad- 
miral Farragut's  official  report  of  the  cap 
ture  of  Fort  Morgan.  The  following  is  the 
concluding  portion  of  the  despatch  : — 

The  whole  conduct  of  the  officers  of 
Forts  Gaines  and  Morgan  presents  such  a 
striking  contrast  in  moral  principles,  that  I 
cannot  fail  to  remark  upon  it.  Col.  Ander- 
son, who  commanded  the  former,  finding 
himself  in  a  perfectly  untenable  position, 
and  encumbered  with  a  superfluous  number 
of  conscripts,  many  of  whom  were  mere 
boys,  determined  to  surrender  a  fort  which 
he  could  not  defend,  and,  in  this  determina- 
tion, was  supported  by  all  his  officers  save 
one.  But  Irom  the  moment  he  hoisted  the 
white  flag  he  scrupulously  kept  everything 
intact,  and  in  that  condition  delivered  it 
over,  while  Paige  and  his  officers,  with  a 
childish  spite,  destroyed  the  gnus  which 
they  said  they  would  defend  to  the  last,  but 
which  they  never  defended  at  all,  and  threw 
away  or  broke  those  weapons  which  they 
had  not  maniliness  to  use  against  their  ene- 
mies. 

Fort  Morgan  never  fired  a  gun  after 
the  commencement  of  the  bombardment, 
and  the  advance  pickets  of  our  army  were 
actually  on  its  glacis.  As  before  stated,  the 
ceremony  of  surrender  took  place  at  two 
o'clock  P.  M.,  and  that  same  afternoon  all 
the  garrison  were  sent  to  New  Orleans  on 
the  United  States  steamers  Tennessee  and 
Bienville,  where  they  arrived  safely.

Crisis  of  the  Country. 

The  coining  three  months  may  be  said  to 
embrace  the  very  crisis  of  our  country;  and 
as  the  Baltimore  Clipper  says,  "it  behooves 
every  patriot  and  lover  of  the  Union,  ev- 
ery friend  of  free  institutions  and  opponent 
of  anarchy,  to  be  up  and  doing  to  preserve 
us  from  the  dangers  with  which  we  are 
threatened.  The  danger  from  the  rebels 
outside  is  not  as  great  now  as  from  the  com 
binations  which  are  attempted  by  the  cop 
perheads  and  secessionists  with  the  false 
hearted  professors  ol  Unionism  within  our 
lines.  It  is  not  onl  y  the  old  hunkers  of  the 
democratic  party,  whose  abstinence  from  the 
spoils  (or  the  past  three  or  tour  years  has 
made  them  ravenous  to  clutch  again  the 
power  which  yields  them  the  "loaves  and 
fishes,"  but  the  disappointed  demagogues 
who  have  he  retofore  acted  with  the  Union 
party,  with  all  the  odds  and  ends  of  factions 
who  have  not  had  the  ability  to  twist  and 
turn  the  Administration  to  suit  their  grasp- 
ing purposes,  that  we  are  to  contend 
with  in  the  coming  election  for  President. 

"Mr.  Lincoln  is  too  honest  for  these  trick- 
sters, and  has  shown  himself  too  indepen- 
dent either  of  their  flattery  or  their  threats,

"All  kinds  of  machinations  will  be  set  in 
motion  to  accomplish  these  purposes  of  the 
misihief  makers — they  are  willing  to  accept 
a  peace  or  war  candidate — a  slavery  or  anti- 
slavery  platform  —  to  yield  up  the  entire 
loyal  men  of  Western  Virginia,  of  Tennes- 
see, Kentucky,  Missouri,  and  of  Marvland, 
if  by  so  doing  they  can  again  reach  power 
and  place,  and  enjoy  the  lat  jobs  and  con- 
tracts which  they  formerly  monopoliied. 

"The  rebel  press,  some  of  them,  are  playing 
into  the  hands  of  the  Copperheads,  inducing 
the  belief  that  their  government  would  not 
object  to  listen  to  terms  if  they  were  proposed 
to  it — and  this  too,  in  the  very  face  of  the  as- 
surance given  by  its  head,  that  nothing  but 
the  independence  of  the  "Confederacy"  being 
first  acknowledged,  would  be  the  passport  lo 
his  favor  to  induce  him  to  condescend  to  re- 
ceive the  humble  suppliants  at  his  feel  to  beg 
for  pardon  and  forgiveness,  and  to  ask  of  his 
high  Mightiness  to  grant  them  any  terms  he 
may  deem  proper  to  impose  upon  them  I — 
From  such  degradation  may  the  Lokd  of 
Heaven  ever  preserve  the  American  na- 
tion . 

"We  call  upon  every  Iriend  of  the  Union, 
therefore,  to  be  up  and  doing — there  is  no 
time  to  be  lost — every  patriot  in  the  land 
must  buckle  on  his  armor  for  the  coming 
fight.  It  is  no  ordinary  political  battle  that 
is  now  to  be  fought — it  is  a  battle  for  the  lifo 
or  death  of  a  mighty  nation — it  is  a  battle 
for  the  liberty  of  the  whole  world.  It  is  for 
the  preservation  of  an  asylum  for  the  op- 
pressed of  all  nations,  from  the  tyranical 
government  under  which  they  live.  Every- 
thing dear  to  man  is  at  stake  in  this  contest, 
and  the  result  is  to  determine  the  condition  of 
unborn  millions  I  We  would,  as  we  have  never 
done  before,  call  upon  our  Union  friends 
everywhere  to  lay  aside  their  lethargy,  to 
arouse  themselves  to  the  dangers  which 
threaten  (hem,  individually  as  well  as  na- 
tionally ;  for  every  man's  interest  and  future 
welfare  is  wrapped  up  in  the  comiug  contest, 
and  the  future  destiny  of  his  country  may 
be  forever  fixed  by  the  next  Presidential  elec- 
tion." 

The  Chicago  r'rand. 

The  action  of  the  Chicago  Convention  is 
now  before  the  American  people,  to  he  rati- 
fied or  condemned  by  them,  at  the  Novem- 
ber election.  Such  a  spectacle  was  never 
presented  to  any  civilized  people.  The  Con- 
vention was  composed,  for  the  most  part,  of 
rebels,  copperheads,  rebel  sympathizers,  and 
men  who  at  one  time  professed  to  be  Union 
men,  hut  who  have  either  failed  on  applica- 
tion for  some  office  under  Mr.  Lincoln,  or 
been  dismissed  from  office  for  fraud,  or  dis- 
loyalty. The  Convention  was  as  much  in 
the  interest  of  the  rebellion,  as  il  Jeff  Davis 
or  John  Morgan  had  been  its  presiding  offi- 
cer. Belmont,  the  Austrian,  with  his  gold, 
Vallandigham,  Cox,  Wickliffe,  Wood,  H. 
Seymour,  and  T.  II.  Seymour,  controlled  the 
action  of  the  Convention  Other  men  were 
used  by  them  as  mere  cat's-paws,  to  cover  up 
the  real  designs  of  the  actors. 

The  programme  was  to  conciliate  the  war 
Democracy  by  nominating  McClellan,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  secure  a  rebel  triumph 
by  adopting  a  peace  platform ,  and  put- 
ting upon  it  Pendleton  for  Vice  President, 
—a  man  who  would,  to-day,  be  a  Brigadier 
General  in  the  rebel  army,  if  he  was  right 
sure  that  he  would  not  he  ordered  to  assault 
any  dangerous  position. 

The  platform,  in  snbstance,  offers  lo  lay 
down  theanns  of  the  Government  in  the  pre 
sence  of  the  rebel  armies,  and  submit  to 
such  humiliating  terms  of  peace  as  the  lead, 
ers  of  the  rebellion  may  dictate  The  effect 
of  this  would  be,  to  acknowledge  the  inde- 
pendence ol  the  rebel  Government,  and  fix 
its  Northern  boundary  at  the  Ohio  river,  urn 
less  the  rebels  should  conclude  that  it  would 


be  better  to  extend  their  limits  to  the  Lakes. 
In  a  word,  the  platform  declares  that  the 
Oovernment  is  not  to  be  preserved  by  arms, 
— and,  if  we  can  not  induce  the  rebels  to 
meet  in  a  peaceful  Convention,  to  assemble 
at  Richmond,  Charleston,  or  at  such  other 
place  as  they  may  designate,  and  there  gra 
cionsly  permit  the  Government  lo  exist  a  lit- 
tle longer,  it  must  perish. 

Such  a  platform,  in  substance,  has  been 
presented  to  the  American  people  for  their 
sanction, or  their  condemnation.  The  loyal 
people  of  Kentucky. — whose  sons,  fathers, 
brothers  and  friends,  are  now  imperilling 
their  lives  for  the  preservation  of  their  Gov. 
eminent,  iu  front  of  Richmond,  Atlanta. 
andJMobile,  as  well  as  upon  many  other  fields 
— are  struck  dumb  by  the  bare  announce- 
ment, of  a  platform  that  proposes  that  our 
armies  shall  lay  down  their  arms,  and  yield 
their  Government,  their  honor,  and  their 
lives  and  property  to  their  enemies.  Ever 
since  the  telegraph  announced  this  mon- 
strous proposition  in  Kentucky,  a  dark  pall 
has  rested  upon  every  true  and  patriotic 
heart  in  the  State.  Men  who  have  always 
opposed  the  policy  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  who 
had  intended  to  support  the  nominee  of  the 
Chicago  Convention,  if  he  were  nominated 
on  a  war  platform,  may  be  seen  in  small 
groupes  upon  the  streets,  and  on  the  corners, 
and  in  small  groceries,  looking  vacantly  into 
each  olher  faces,  nnd  anxiously  inquire  of 
each  other  what  they  intend  to  do  :  and  the 
answer  is  almost  universal  to  the  effect,  thai 
they  will  wait  awhile,  before  committing 
themselves  cither  for  Gen,  McClellan  or  Mr. 
Lincoln.  A  few  avowed  rebels  alone  are  ac- 
tive for  the  nominees  of  i tie  Chicago  Con- 
vention in  this  community;  and  we  learn 
that  the  same  feeling  prevails  among  loyal 
men  throughout  the  State. 

Ol  the  loyal  people  of  Kentucky  opposed 
to  Mr.  Lincoln',  no  doubt  a  large  majority 
would  have  supported  either  Filmore,  or 
McClellan,  on  a  strong  war  platform  ;  but 
with  a  peace  platform, — a  shameful,  degrad 
ing,  inglorious  peace  platlorm,  and  wilh  the 
man  on  it  lor  Vice  President,  who  has  been 
the  tool  of  Vallandigham  for  years,  and 
who,  only  a  few  months  ago,  proposed  to 
lead  one  hundred  thousand  men  to  escort 
Vai.i.andiobam  from  Canada,  in  defiance  of 
the  Government, — Kentucky  is  lost  to  them, 
and  secured  to  Mr.  Lincoln.  The  Iriends  of 
the  Government  ought  to  be  gratified  that 
so  weak  a  ticket  has  been  presented  by  their 
enemies.  We  hazard  nothing  in  saying, 
that,  in  our  judgment,  Mr.  Lincoln  will 
carry  every  Slate  in  the  Union,  including 
Kentucky. 

A  Misapprehension. — We  were  mistaken 
in  saying  Col.  G.  W.  Monroe  was  no  longer 
Post  Commander  at  this  plaee,  and  had  been 
succeeded  by  Col.  P.  B.  Hawkins.  Colonel 
Monroe  is  still  the  Federal  Post  Commander; 
Colonel  Hawkins  has  been  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  Regiment  of  Capital  Guards 
stationed  at  this  place. 


Chicago  Platform  and  Nominees. — The 
platform  of  the  Chicago  Convention  means 
anything  or  nothing,  just  as  its  friends 
chose  to  construe  it.  Mr.  Long  was  right: 
there  is  no  positiveness  or  definite  principle 
in  it. 

The  nominees  are  equally  characteristic. 
McClellan  is  a  quasi-xtar  man  ;  Pendleton 
is  unconditionally  for  peace  on  any  term?. 
Under  their  well  known  principle, — "the 
cohesive  power  of  public  plunder," — th 
Democratic  party  has  endeavored  to  please 
all.  There  is  an  old  Spanish  proverb, — 
"Between  two  stools  a  man  falls  lo  the 
ground," — which  we  believe  will  be  fully 
exemplified  in  the  defeat  of  the  Chicago 
nominees. 

Chicago  Conservative  Convention. 

The  Guthrie- Prentice  body  held  their  as- 
semblage on  Saturday,  August  27.  Wc  have 
not  seen  a  full  report  of  the  proceedings.  The 
following  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Whereas,  The  Administration,  in  disregard 
of  the  Constitution,  has  proclaimed  its  adhe 
sion  to  a  line  of  policy  alike  destructive  to 
the  liberties  ol  the  people,  the  integrity  of 
States,  and  the  rights  reserved  to  them,  and 
calculated  not  only  lo  impel  the  sections 
North  nnd  South  to  interminable  war,  but  to 
bring  financial  ruin  upon  all,  and  has  proved 
its  want  ol  disposition  and  inter  inability  to 
administer  the  government  in  the  sprit  of  its 
founders  ;  aud 

Whereas,  it  is  incumbent  upon  all  Nation- 
al Administrations  and  delegates  and  politi- 
cal bodies  to  respect  the  wishes  of  the  peo- 
ple and  defend  their  rights:  and 

Whereas,  We  have  this  day  assembled  in 
National  Convention,  for  deliberation  und 
such  action  as  will  most  tend  to  unite  the 
conservative  elements  iu  opposition  to  the  re- 
election ol  Mr.  Lincoln  and  the  continuance 
of  his  policy  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  whole  coun- 
try have  an  undying  attachment  to  the  old 
Union,  and  a  joint  interest  in  Bunker  Hill 
and  Mi.  Vernon,  which  lliey  will  never  sur- 
render; therefore, 

Resolved.  That  we  will  maintain  the  Union 
and  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  the  only  peaceful  solution 
of  the  existing  evils  lies  through  the  untram- 
melled exercise  of  our  elective  rights  at  the 
coming  Convention — the  displacement  of  the 
present  Administration  and  its  policy,  ami 
the  guarantee  to  all  the  people  of  the  Slates 
of  their  constitutional  rights,  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  President  upon  whose  integrity,  pa- 
triotism, ami  ability,  the  countrv  can  safely 
rely. 

Resolved,  That  the  declaration  of  South- 
ern leaders,  and  the  recent  announcement 
of  Mr.  Lincoln,  of  the  only  condition  upon 
which  they  will  respectively  listen  to  terms 
of  peace,  are  alike  impracticable  and  derog- 
atory to  the  intelligence  of  the  American 
people,  and  that  in  opposition  thereto  we  are 
in  favor  of  the  earliest  peace  attainable  on 
the  basis  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Un- 
ion. 

Resolved,  That  we  concur  in  the  action  of 
the  Union  National  Convention,  held  in  In- 
dependence Hall,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
on  the  23d  day  of  December,  1863,  and  reit- 
erating the  nomination  by  the  people  ol  Gen 
George  B.  McClellan,  and  respectfully  rec 
ommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  National 
Democratic  Convention  his  name  and  thai 


uf  Ex-Goveinor  W.  B.  Campbell,  of  Tenn., 
as  the  most  suitable  persons  for  President 
and  Vice  President  now  before  the  people, 
believing  (hat  their  triumph  and  election,  is 
certain,  and  will  result  in  immediate  peace, 
with  the  restoration  of  the  government,  and, 
in  case  ol  their  nomination  by  that  body, 
we  pledge  the  cordial  and  united  support  of 
the  CQf)*ervative  men  of  the  country  totheir 
State  electoral  tickets. 

Resolved,  That  the  services  of  our  soldiers 
in  the  field,  and  the  sufferings  of  those  lan-

Arsenical  Ornaments. — A  few  days  ago  a 
a  little  girl  had  a  bunch  of  artificial  grapes 
given  to  her.  After  amusing  herself  with 
the  toy,  she  gave  it  to  a  playmate  of  her  own 
age,  who  presently  picked  a  grape  off  the 
bunch,  and  suoked  it.  The  next  day  she  was 
a  corpse  An  eminent  physician  who  analy- 
zed the  plaything  deposed  that  ten  of  the 
grapes  yielded  three  grains  of  arsenic  of  cop- 
per— a  deadly  poison — and  that  each  vine 
leal  on  the  bunch  contained  enough  to  kill 
a  child.  Another  child's  cupboard,  in  which 
its  toys  were  kept,  was  lined  with  green  pa- 
per. The  poor  little  thing  sickened  and  died, 
obviously  from  the  effects  of  poison  mysteri- 
ously imbibed.  Dr.  Letherby  analyzed  the 
paper-hanging  of  the  cupboard,  and  found 
that  a  piece  of  it  only  six  inches  square  con- 
tained nearly  thirteen  grains  of  the  deadly 
compound,  enough  tCfkill  two  grown-up  per- 
sons —  Ltndon  Inquirer. 


Couv.       i urns  with  the  Peace  Leaders. 

Mr.  O  P  Rooks,  ol  Syracuse,  N  Y.,  com 
municatcs  to  the  Journal  of  that  city  the 
result  of  conversations  with  the  peace  lead* 
ers  assembled  in  the  recent  convention,  at 
that  place  He  says  he  heard  the  following 
words  addressed  by  a  prominent  public  speak- 
er to  a  trusty  circle  of  followers  ! 

I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  Jefferson  Davis  is 
fighting  the  battles  ol  the  liberties  of  our 
couqtry,  and  he  must  and  shall  secceed.  I 
told  Gov.  Seymour  so  this  morning,  and  he 

said,  "Mr.  ,  /  am  aware  of  it;  but  what 

can  I  do  1  I  am  powerless.  The  majority  of 
the  people  are  against  me,  and  the  Administra 
lion  have  the  whole  of  the  army  to  back  them  " 
Gentlemen,  we  have  got  to  stop  this  war.  It 
must  be  stopped  And,  if  Old  Abe  should 
finally  be  elected,  we  have  got  to  raise  a  coun 
ter  revolution  and  overthrow  the  whole  cursed 
abolition  horde. 

Startled  by  these  sentiment*,  he  proceeded 
to  question  certain  of  the  more  prominent 
followers  of  Vallandigham  : 

First,  I  asked  iu  a  straightforward  way,  ol 
Senator  Lawrence,  "Are  you  willing  to  grant 
the  South  its  independence,  provided  that 
in  ihc  proposed  National  Convention,  its 
commissioners  demand  independence  as  their 
ultimatum,  after  all  honorable  terms  of  peace, 
based  upon  the  reconstruction  ol  the  whole 
Union,  have  failed  ?"  "Yes,  most  certainly," 
was  ilie  reply.  "This  war  must  he  stopped. 
The  Federal  Government  has  no  power  to 
roerce  a  sovereicn  State  into  a  union  contra- 
ry to  its  will.  A  Slate  .has  a  right  to  secede, 
provided  its  Constitutional  rights  are  viola- 
ted." 

He  put  the  same  question  to  more  lhan  a 
dozen  members  of  the  Peace  Convention  and 
received  invariably  the  same  answer.  He 

continues : 

My  reply  to  each  ol  those  gentlemen  was, 
"Why  did  you  not  submit  this  question, 
which  involves  the  very  vital  point  in  the 
content,  fairly  and  squarely  to-day  in  your 
speeches,  to  the  Convention,  and  thus  test  its 
wishes?  You  declared  in  all  your  speeches 
that  your  were  in  favor  of  peace  and  Union, 
while  you  are  willing  to  accept  ptact  and 
disunion"  To  this  I  received  but  one  hon- 
est answer.  A  delegate  Irom  Buffalo,  whose 
name  1  did  not  learr.,  said  :  "It  would  not 
be  politic." 

Mr.  Rooks  says  he  submits  these  state- 
ments without  comment,  being  willing  to 
testify  before  any  court  to  their  correctness 
ami  hoping  that  unconditional  peace  men 
will  stop  to  think  before  they  are  willing  to 
blindly  adopt  such  extreme  and  ruinous 
opinions  as  these.

surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace.
